MOVEMENTS OF OCEAN STEAMSHIPS. 
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Goyernor Restrains Emotions 
Because of Responsibility 
Attached to Honor. 


Wife Tells of His Release of Dele- 
gates Who Refused to De- 
sert His Standard. 


Seagirt, N. J., July 2.—[{@pecial.}—Kven 
the news that he was Demeccracy'’s nominee 
could not stir Gov. Wilson into an emotional 
stampede. He received word of the nomi- 
nation over the telephone from Baltimore at 
3:40 o'clock, went upstaire to notify Mis. 
Wilson that a projected trip to Europe would 
have to be abandoned, and on coming down 
again made this statement: 

“ The honor is as great as can come to any 
man by the nomination of a party, especially 
in the circumstances, and I hope I appre- 
ciate it at ite true value; but. just at this mo- 
ment I feel the tremendous responsibility it 
involves even more than I feel the honor. I 
hope with all my heart that the party will 
never have reason to regret it.”’ 

The news was received in a spirit of 
solemnity. There avere no cheers, no excla~ 
mations, no shouts. Even the soldiers on 
the rifle range near by ceased firing, and it 
was some time before the first demonstra- 
tions were commenced. 


Messages Clog the Wires. 

The telegraph lines were clogged within ten 
minutes after the nomination was announced 
with over 1,0w personal messages to Gov. 
Wilson. Four extra telegraphers were sent 
for and these in addition to those already 
here hoped to be able to handle the flood of 
work. 

Mrs, Wilson's one expressed regret as the 
break to her husband came was that Georgia, 
her native state, had not come to her hus- 
band’s cause earlier in the battle. Gov. 
Wilson’s final smile, before he became tHe 
nominee was inepired by the switch of Vir- 
ginia, the state of his birth. 

“ That is fine,”’ he said, ‘to feel my own 
native state coming over for me.”’ 

Informal receptions to hundreds of sup- 
porters during the afternoon and the reading 
of the thousands of personal messages occu- 
pied the governor’s:time until he retired. He 
found an opportunity to summon to Beagirt 
Edward I. Edwards, state controller, who, 
with the governor comprises New Jersey's 
state house commission. Edwards was in 
conference with the governor for thirty min- 
utes, He emerged with eyes bulging to de- 
clare in startled phrases that the governor 
had remembered it was the scheduled day for 
the state house commission to meet and that 
the meeting had been held in all its routine 
details. 

“’ He never once mentioned the presidency,”’ 
said the puzzled controller. 


Man Who Phoned News Not Known. 

In the Wilson home when the nomination 
Was announced were seven persons, Gov. 
Wilson himself, his wife, his three daughters, 
Miss Hester Hasford, author of a biography 
of Gov. Wilson, and with Miss Mary Hoyt of 
Baltimore, a cousin of Mrs. Wilson. 

Gov. Wilson received the news over the tele- 
phone from some one whose identity he did 
not learn. As he came from his library into 
the main reception room of his home his face 
was marlieed by a characteristic expression of 
suppressed solemnity and strain under per- 
fect control. 

He glanced about for the members of his 
family. None was in sight. Out 6f the sheer 
‘strain of the final minutes they had gone one 
at'a time and speechiess to their rooms up- 
stairs. 

Gov. Wilson glanced about, walked slowly 
up the stairs and, in a minute came down 
again with Mrs. Wilson on his arm. There 
was almost the suspicion of a tear in Gov. 
Wilson's eye, but Mrs. Wilson, the strain 
broken, was smiling at the group of report- 
ers who had planned to rush in and serpen- 
tine dance to the home, but actualty came, 
hats in hands, with throats that choked and 
refused to utter audible sounds. Mrs. Wilson 
broke the strain for alt. 


Mrs. Wilson Breaks Strain. 

*Ten't it fine,”’ she said. “I didn't think 
the hard pounding battle would win. Itisa 
hopeful thing, a beautiful thing to see what 
the people could do when they took the case 
in their own hands. It renews hope for the 
people in me, Now I'm going to quit worry- 
ing. 1 never had a moment's fear about 
the outcome if Woodrow could only get the 
nomination. But I did fear he'd be defeated 
in the convention.” 

Mrs. Wilson wagina confidential! mood and 
told things to the reporters that they had 
not, guessed. She said her husband had 
abandoned hope last Friday and had begun 
to plan with her for a trip to Europe. 

“It was when the Clark column paseed 
the point of a majority,” said Mrs. Wilson, 
“Then we gave up.

ROOSEVELT TO FIGHT ON. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 2.—‘‘I shall of 
course continue to stand for the progressive 
nomination.” said Col. Roosevelt tonight, 
after he heard of the nomination of Woodrow 
Wilson. 

The former president stated his belief that 
evente in the Democratic as well as the Re- 
publican convention demonstrated the need 
of a new party. ; 

The national convention of the new party 
will be heid in Chicago, it was decided today, 
probably during the first week of August. 

** Before I left Chicago, and again at Oys- 
ter Bay, when Controller Prendergast of New 
York came out to see me,’ Col. Roosevelt 
said, ‘‘ Istated that the third party movement 
and my candidacy would not be in any way 
affected by the outcome at Baltimore. I 
never go into a fight on a contingent basis. 
I shall continue to stand for the progressive 
nomination. 

‘*T have just been going over with Senator 
Dixon the call which fs about to be issued by 
the provisional committee for the progres- 
sive national convention. 


Sees Schism of Democrats. 

“To my mind, what bas gone on in Balti- 
more for the last ten days has shown the 
irreconceivable nature of the elements within 
the Democratic party. elements so irrecon- 
clilable as to make it hopeless to exyect from 
them any permanent reform movement along 
constructive “lines. 

“Tt has also shown that any nomination 
obtained at Baltimore could after all be ob- 
tained only by the support of mén like Mr. 
Taggart in Indiana and Mr. Sullivan in Iiii- 
nois, and the success of the candidate at the 
polls, without regard *to his. personality, 
would be conditioned not only upon the 
hearty support of Mr. Taggart and Mr. Sul-

CONVENTION ENDS ITS WORK 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN, 

Baltimore, July 3.—2 a. m.—{ Special. }—The 
Democratic national convention, after eight 
daye of warlike sessions, and after forty-six 
ballots on the presidentia! — . has 
concluded its labors and its ticket is: 

For president—WOODROW Wile 
SON of New Jersey. 

For vice president—-THOMAS 
MARSHALL of Indiana. 


In itself this length of sessions and num- 
ber of roll calis is a record which never has 
been equaled in either of the great national 
parties since the historic deadlock in the 
Democratic convention of 1860. 

The convention adjourned sine dle at 1:52 
o'clock this morning. 


Burke Chief Opponent. 

The night session was devoted to the nome 

ination of a vice presidential candidate Gov, 
Marshall's nomination was contested prin- 
cipally by Gov. John Burke of North Da- 
kota. Marshall won the place by acclama- 
tion following the second ballot, after Gov.. 
Burke and Senator George E. Chamberlain 
of Oregon had been withdrawn as candi- 
dates. 

The vote on the second ballot was: Mare 
shalt, 646; Burke, 88744; Chamberlain, 12%. 

Before this time half a score “ favorite 
eone’’ proposed by’their home states. were 
withdrawn. 


First Turndown for Bryan. 

The selection of Marshall was the first 
turnmdown which William J. Bryan received ig 
the convention. Bryan had declared his op- 
position to Marshall of Indiana, because of 
the latter’s refusal to join him in his war on 
Akon B. Parker over the temporary chair- 
man@hip. 

Bryan announced that he would not have 
the Indianam, and told his friends during the 
evening that he believed Burke should have 
the place. 

In the meantime, Gov. Wilson was tele- 
phoning the convention. He considered both 
Marshal! and Burke, but declared in favor 
of the former. 

The Murphy crowd, which insisted on ‘put- 
ting over either Speaker Clark or Gov. Mar- 
shall, is somewhat cheered over this crumb 
which has come to them, but especially over 
the way in which the convention declined to 
follow Mr. Bryan's advice. 


Valedictory by Bryan. 

One of the features of the last session was 
the delivery of angaddrees by Mr. Bryan, 
which he termed’ his “political vale- 
dictory.”” The speech was made in refusing 
fo accept the offer of the District of Columbia 
to name him for vice presidential nominee, 
In declining to allow his name to be con« 
sidered Mr. Bryan said it was not in any de- 
sire of disparaging the office. There w.4 
no office so low, he said, that he would not 
fill it if be felt his country needed him. 

Mr. Bryan said for sixteen years he had 
been a “ fighting man.” but thet he now 
wanted to retire. 

“ ‘Tonigit,”’ he said, “‘ with joy I surrender 
the standard I have borne in three campeigne 
as the nominee of the Democratic convention, 
and I challenge any one to say it has ever 
been lowered In the face of the enemy?” 


Leaders in Conference. 

Leaders from all the factions which were 
prominent in the presidential fight got to- 
gether early last evening in an effort to 
name @ vice presidential candidate whe 
would be satiafactory to all. They sought 
to agree either on Clark, John B xsysiers or 
Thomes R. Marehall. ;

Réad and Accept Platform. 

The nominating speechéts were stopped 
long enough to receive and act upon the re- 
port of the committee on resolutions. Sena- 
tor Kern, chairman of-the resolutions com- 
mittee, read the platform. 

. When the reading was conclud<d Senator 
Kern moved the adoption of the report, 
Which was done by viva voce vote. 

Gov. Brewer of Mississippi offered the for- 
ynal resolution giving the thanks of the con- 
vention to National Chalrman Norman 
B. Mack and National Secretary Urey Wood- 
son. It was’ passed without debate. 


Balloting Finally Started. 

When the balloting began the states as a 
rule stuck to their favorite sons, making a4 
choice impcssible. The first ballot resulted: 
Marshall, 589 Burke, 505 2-8; Chamberlain, 
157; Hurst, 77; Preston, 58: McCombs, 18: 
Osborne, 9; Sulzer, 3; Wade, 26; absent, 46 1-3. 

Generally the anti-Bryan delegates were 
inclined to support Marshall and the straight 
Wilson vote generally went to Burke or 
Chamberjain. Illinois’ fifty-eight on this bal- 
lot went to Elmore W. Hurst. He received 
nineteen from Massachusetts and ten from 
Missirsippi. 

-With the resu't of the second ballot, which 
gave Marshal! 613544, Burke 387%, and Cham- 
berlain 12%, Representative Hughes of New 
Jersey moved that Marshall be nominated by 
ecclamation, but a chorus of dissent foal- 
lowed.

Chairman James ordered the roll called. \

delegation withdrew the name of Burke and

made unanimous. 

Before the motion could be put there Wasa 
chorus of ‘‘ Ayes”’ and the delegates began 
to crowd out of the hall. 

No one heard the motion to adjourn or 
James announcement that the convention 
wae adjourned sine die. The motion was de- 
clared carried at 1:56, and the convention was 
ever. 


Pathetic Tribute to Clark. 

The great work of the convention, that of 
selecting a nominee for the presidency, was 
concluded yesterday afternoon when Gov. 
Wilson of New Jersey, following the with- 
drawal of the names of Speaker Clark end 
Representative Underwood, was nominated 
by acclamation. 

On the fdrtx-sixth ballot the Missouri éel- 
egation announced that it would go through 
@ the end voting for Mr. Clark. This lest 
vote for the speaker, faken as a tribute to the 
man for «hom it had fought. aroused thun- 
ders of applause. It was the one pathetic 
feature of an otherwise joyous occasion. 

The Wilson men were wild with enthusiasm 
over their sutcees end theig cries of victory 
found a ready echo from the packed gal- 
leries. After the nomination of Wilson the 
convention recessed for five hours. 


‘Song and Cheess at Night. 

Returning refreshed to the hall at 9:30 p. 
m., the delegates burst into songs and cheers 
for Wilson and then settled down to the busi- 
ness of selecting a vice president and adopt- 
ing the already prepared platform. 

‘When all the candidates for vice president 
had been put in nomination it was decided to 
postpone a roll call in the hope of reaching 
an agreement. In the meantime the conven- 
tion was interes*ed by hearing the platform, 
which was indorsed .without any objection. 
The vice presidency was not settled so easily, 
however, and it required two ballots to select 
the running mate for Gov. Wileon. 


Definite Convention Results. 
These facts stand out prominently as a re- 
sult of the action of the convention in nam- 
ing Wilson for the presidency: 


1. That the breaking of the dead- | at

4. That Col. Bryan’s ambition to 
aitain the presidency in all vprob- 
ability never will be realized. 

5S. That the convention, by its ac- 
tion, both with respect te the nom- 
nee and the platform, believes the 
Democratic party can ‘claim recogni- 
tion as the progressive party. 

6. That the convention does not 
consider, in view of what it has done, 
thai there is any need for a new 
party, and holds that Theodore Roose. 
velt and his supporters should sup- 
port Wilson. 


Regarded as Victory for Bryan. 


The naming of Wilson isa tremendous per- . 


gonal victory for Col. Bryan, less in. the 
matter of the presidential nominee than in 

his accomplishment of the downfgll of the 
‘ reactionaries, as represented in the conven- 
¢ion. by Charies F. Murphy, the Tammany 
boss, and Thomas F. Ryan and August Bel- 
mont, the Wall street financiers. Bryan's 
turndown in the matter of the vice presiden- 
tial nomination is subordinated to. his vic- 
tery on the main issue. 

The result means much for Bryan, although 
he -did not get the nomination himself and 
could not possibly have obtained it. He al- 
Ways will have credit for keeping the Demo- 
cratic party alive, for compelling it to stick 
to the path of progress. He lost in the night 
on the temporary chairmanship, and his de- 
feat now may be accounted by the progres- 
sive Democrats as a good thing. It aroused 
Bryan's fighting spirit, and through its ex- 
ercise he raised himself from the ditch, into 
which he had been dumped, and gs ocean 
: al a-height with the party at his feet. . 

\ Thus, where Col. Roosevelt failed in Chi- 
cago,. Col. Bryan won in Baltimore. The

Both parties are under suspicion and will 
continue to be so, in his view, jig so long

Reactionaries to Continue Fight. 


Because the last named haye been beaten 
in Baltimore, it does not necessarily follow 
that they will refrain frcem their effdrts to 
advance the cause of the special! interests 
they represent. _.. 

They will work aiaaede within the party 
to exercise a potent influence upon its execu- 
tion of the policies laid down in the con- 
vention’s platform. They have innumerable 
wires which they can pull and they are con- 
sulting as to the best manner .-in which to 
work them. 

Murphy strove earnestly to prevent Wil- 
son's nomination, and when he realized he 
had failed he sought to wipe off some of the 
mud thrown at him by Bryan by announcing, 
through Congreseman Fitzgerald, that a mo- 
tion would be made to make the nomination 
of Wilson unanimous. 

Wilson, as a matter of fact, wae nomi- 


nated without New York. In fact, New York 
little figure in the whole proceeding, 
though when the convention assembled every 
one regarded the Tammany bos» the con- 
trolling force of the convention. But through 
a series of misplays, which can be charac- 
terized only by the word stupid, he lost po- 
sition after position and finally was driven 
to surrender. i 

Murphy endeavored Monday nightand again 
yesterday morning to prevent Illinois. which 
he knew had become the pivotal state, from 
him which were stopped fora short time, but 
he will not be concerned over their renewa! 
because, as a refult of Wilson's nomination 
and Hearst's objection thereto, Murphy ex- 
pects his state ticket to win this fall. It was 
this ticket above everything else the success 
of- which he had at heart.. 


Boost for Direct Primary. 

Now that the two conventions are over the 
question arises what is the value of presi- 
dential preference primaries? President Taft 
was renominated at Chicago, but Col. Roose- 
velt carried every primary state except Mas- 

sachusetts, and he divided the delegation from 
that commonwealth. 

Gov. Wiilgon carried only three primary 
states—New Jersey, Penrisylvania, and South 
Dakota, while his oppenaats were selected by 
the others.

and eradicate for all time every remaining 
vestige of factional! feeling in this country. 

"Mr. Underwood today would willingly, 
anxiously forego this norhination if he had 
eucceeded and if the country has concliided 
that the Mason and Dixon line has’ been 
trampled out and this is once more a united 
country.

Releases Clark Delegates, 

Senator Stone of Missouri asked that the 
unanimous consent be given that the roll call 
be vacated anf that he be given unanimous 
consent to make a statement. Consent was 
given. 

‘‘T desire, fallowing the statement of Sen. 
ator Pankiead,”’ said Senator Stone, “ to 
say that, speaking for Mr. Clark, -I will re- 
lease, if release be necessary, any cbligation 
to him imposed upon any deiezation in this 
convention. The delegates who have stood 
by him so loyally will be remembered by him 
and his friends with devoted affection. I 
would not have a delegation here stand for 
another ballot.under a sense of obligation to 
him: I would) have them act as they now 
think best.” 

Foss Withdrawn from. Race. 

Chairman James then announced that 
Mayor Fitzgerald of Boston asked unant- 
mous consent #0 vacate the rol call and then 
annourced the withdrawal of Foss’ name 
and said his s:ate would vote for Wilson. 

The roll call was further yacgted and 
J. J. Fitzgerald of New York was given con- 
gent to make a statement. Mr. Fitzgerald 
said: 

“In the hope that this convention may 
adjourn. withgut bitterness, without hard 
‘feelings, without rancor, and that: we may 
effect the success of the candidates of this 
convention, in order to demonstrate that, no 
matter how hard we may strive for the 
mastery of our honest opinion, We are willing 
to acquiesce, in what manifests appears to 
be the overwhelming desire of thie conven- 
tion.

But my defeat startled the Demo- 
crats throughout" the iand and made them 
aware of the strength of the redctionaries. 


- Advice from Home Folks. 

Hearing from hpme has been one of the 
prominent features of this conv¢tntion. Prob- 
ably .no other .conyention ever brought forth 
such a flood of telegrams; and these tele 
grams had a great deal to do with the final 
sétion of the convention. Wilson’s name was 
in marly all-of thém.. - 

The weak_point in Wiisgn’s campaign for 
the nomination wae in the fact that some of 
hi# former utterances weré uted against him 
by. bis.opponéents, but these argumertts. will 
not avail when addressed to the progressive 
Republicans. ‘I think Wilton will poll more 
of the progressive Republican vote than any 
other man wé could have nanied.

Admiration for Champ Clark. 

The one sad feature is the failure of the 
Cefented odndidates to realize their ambi-. 
tions. This failure, of courte, did not bring 
any. great disappointment to the candidates 
who had a small following; their only hope 
was in the turning up of something unex-, 
In the case of Mr. Clark, howcver, 
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therefore great Cisappointment. 

There is no boasting of victory among those 
of his opponents Who knew him personally. 
He is universally beloved and his cefeat was 
not a reflection wpoon h’‘s official record or 
upon his genéral merits. 

The actioh of the Republican convention 
made it necessary that thé perty should be 
even more distinetly and outspokenly pro- 
gressive than it need to have been if Mr. 
Roosevelt had been nominated—although it 
could not have retreated from its advanced 
position in any case. 

This convention too, laid unexpected em- 
phasis upon progressive ideas—a sort of re- 
action from its first mistake in having the 
keynote sounced by a reactionary. The reso- 
lution against: Morgan, Ryan and Belmont 
raised the expectations of the country and 
nothing would have satisfitd the party but a 
clear cut declaration in favor of all needed 
remedial legislation and a candidate who 
would be accepted as a fulfillment of the 
ple@ge given. 


Mistakes of Clark’s Friends. 

Mr.. Clark's maragers did not seem to 
catch the spirit of the occasion, and were 
guilty of one mistake after another, until 
their candidaté was put ina position where 
the convention felt that he did not fit into 
the requirements of the occasion as nearly 
as Gov. Wilson. 

It is. too early for me to measure the 
influence of my own part in the convention, 
as in every great contest there has been a 
realignment, and I find some friends alienat- 
ed. and some opponents converted into 
friends.

Licked Bosses and Never Kissed Babies. 


HE . nomination of Woodrow Wilson. 


fo the presidency knocks into that 
“cocked hat’! 
elent Yame during the preconvention 
campaign a number of this country’s 
most cherished political institutions, One 


of them is the black frock coat and the Dan-- 


lel Webster. coMar. 

Wilson does not affect the frock coat and 
he never wore a Daniel Webster collar in his 
Mfe. A second. conveniental tradition he 
breaks concerns the perpendicular pronoun. 
Wilson doesn't use it except when he is eom- 
pélled to, and then hé apologizes. <A third 
is that form of political campaigning which 
makes headway by kissing babies and flat- 
tering audiences. It is a historical fact that 
Wilson never kissed anybody's’ babies but 
his own. He never flatters his audiences. 
He gets right down to brass tacks and talks 
politics until he is through. When he is 
through he quits and sits down. 

Woodrow Wilson was born at Staunton, 
Va., Dec. 28, 1856. His father was the Rey. 
John R. Wilson and his mother was Jessie 
Woodrow, a native of Carlisle, England. 
They reared their son carefully. He was 
given every: educational advantage that 
ample means could afford him. The founda- 
tions for his career were jaid in private 
schools at Augusta, Ga., and Columbia, S. C. 

From there he went to Princeton college, 
where he took the full academic course, grad- 
uating with high honors in 1879. He thep 
entered the law school of the University of 
Virginia, and on graduation wes admittéd 
to the bar of Georgia. Mr. Wilson attracted 
attention even as an undergraduate at Prince- 
ten. He was a personality there both to his 
fallow students and to his instructors. He 
was clever. Also he had character and breed- 
ing. 

In that democritic lifé he attained the 
place of a leader. He was president of the 
athletic association, one of the university's 
prize debaters, and in addition a student of 
high standing. 


> ~ 


After graduating in 1879 Mr. Wilson re- 
turned to hie native state, to the University 
of Virginia, to study law. There he left the 
same record ‘of vigorous clearness in the pur- 
suit of his aim ag at Princeton. He practiced 
law in Atlanta, Ga., in 1882-'83. The net re- 
sult of that experiment was the conviction 
that for him at least the way to a knowledge 
of the science of government and the oppor- 
tunity to write about it did not lie. through 
the routine of law. 

When he abandoned law practice in 1888 he 
went to Johns Hopkins university and found 
a stimulating atmosphere of vigorous mental 
life, the inspiration of gw hich was ‘ original 
research.” 

He wrote for a thesis a book on “ Congres 
sionel Government” which was >the ‘first 
attempt that any one had made to describe 
the actual workings of our system in prac- 
tice as developed from the theory of the 
constitution. 

The book remains, after seventeen years, 
the standard authority on the subject and 
was the acknowledged basis of Mr. Bryces 
chaptere on committee government. 

His next book, “ The State ’’ (1880), was a 
feat of scholarship and by the breadth of its 

-gubject and the necessity for condensation 
allowed little opportunity for the graces of 
style—except for that supreme grace of clear- 
yc he writing of history he first showed his 
skill in “‘ Division and Reunion,” a sketch of 
the period from 1828 to 1889, and a few years 
later he produced @ brilliant popular biogra- 
phy of “ George. Washington “ (1887). 

These books have led up to his “ Colonies 
and Nations,” a “ History of the People of 
the United States,” an elaborate work, in 
four volumes, which he has just completed, 
and which will be published thie fall. - 

In 1986 -he received the degree. of Ph. D. 
from Johns Hopkins university for a thesis 
on congressional government, which was 
afterward enlarged into a bobk that met 
with much succesg..on both sides, of the

published since “The Federalist’ and 
Bryce's ‘‘ American Commonwealth.” 
In 1888 Mr. ‘Wilson was made a member 
of the faculty of Wesleyan university; Mid- 
dietown, Conn. He remained there only. two 
years, his reputation as a writer and edu- 
gator having attracted the attention of his 


‘ glma mater, and he waginvited to the chair 


of jurisprudence and political economy at 
Princeton. 
oe 
When President Francie Landey Patton, 
in 1900, announced his intention of retiring, 


Dr. Wilson was at once looked upon as his: 


logical successor. The fact that he was not 
an ordained minister at first threatened to 
stand in the way, as some of the faculty 


and board of trustees were not in favor of. 


breaking the old precedent. 

But the qualifications of Dr. Wilson were 
so strong that this objection was quickly 
overridden, and hée was formally installed as 
president in 1902. 

He brought Princeton te the front in many 
ways and has Introduced several innova- 
tions which have proven successful, 

Mr. Wilson remained as the head of Prince- 
ton for ten years. He had already at- 
tracted great attention and even at:that 
time he was pointed out as possible presi- 
dential timber.

He had worked manfully to bring 
about some well needed reforms in his state, 
and had patterned his administration some- 
what on the lines of the Hughes administra- 
tion in New York. But h@had only a hand- 
ful of followere in the Republican majority 
of the lawmaking body. 

They were the butts of jeers and coarse 
jokes whenever they made a speech, and they 
were easily snowed under when the roll was 
called and the vote taken on legislative meas- 
ures.

Articles entering, 
into competition with trust controlled prod- 
ucts and articles of American’manufacture 
which are sold abroad more cheaply than at 
home should be put upon the free list. 

We recognize that our system of tariff tax- 
ation {is intimately connected with the busi- 
ness of the country and we favor the ulti- 
mate attainment of the principles we advo- 
vate by legislation that will not injure or 
destroy legitimate industry. 

We denounce the action of President Taft 


4 iu vetoing the bills to reduce the tariff in 


the cotton, woolen, metals, and chemical 
sehedules and the farmers’ free list bill, all 
of which were designed to give immediate 
relief to the masses from the exactions of 
the trusts. 

The Republican party, while promising 
tariff revision, has shown by its tariff legis- 
lation that such revision is not to be in the 
people's interest and having been faithless 
to its pledges of 1908 it should@no longer enoy4 
the confidence of the nation. Weappeal to 
the American’ people to support us in our 
demand for a tariff for revenue only.”

HIGH COST OF LIVING. 

The high cost of living is a serious problem 
The Republican 
party, in its platform, attempts to escape 
from responsibility for present conditions 
by denying that they are due to a protective 
tariff. We take issue with them on this 
subject and charge that excessive prices 
result in a large measure from the high tariff 
laws enacted an@ maintained by the Repub- 
lican party and from trusts and commercial 
conspiracies fostered and encouraged by such 
laws, and we assert that no substantia! re- 
lief can be secured for the people until im- 
port duties on the necessaries of life are 
‘materially reduced and these criminal con- 
spiracies broken up.

ANTI-TRUST-LAW. 


A private monopoly is indefensible and 
intolerable. We therefore favor the vigofous 
enforcement of the criminal as well as the 
civil-law against trust and trust officials, 
and demand the enactment of such additional 
legislation as may be necessary to make it 
impossible for a private monopoly to exist 
in the United States. 

We favor the declaration by-law of the 
conditions upon which conporations shall 
be permitted to engage in interstate trade, 
including, among others, the prevention of 
holding companies, of ngPocking directors, 
of stock watering, of dis ination In price, 
dnd the control by any one corporation of 
so large a proportion of any industry ast 
make it a ménace to competitive conditions. 

We condemn the action of the Republican 
administration in compromising with the 
Standard Oil company and the Tobacco trust 
and its failure to invoke the criminal pro- 
visions of the anti-trust law against the of- 
ficers of those corporations after the court 
had declared that from the undispued facts 
in the record they had violated the criminal 
provisions of the law. 

We regret that the Sherman anti-trust 
law. has received a judicial construction, de- 
priving it of much of its efficacy and we favor 
the enactment of legislation which will re- 
store the statute the strength of which it 
has been deprived by such interpretation.

RIGHTS OF STATES. 


We believe in the preservation and mainte- 
nance in their full strength and integrity 
of the three coérdinate branches of the fed- 
eral government—the executive, the legisla- 
tive and the judicial—each keeping within 
its own bounds and not encroaching upon the 
just powers of either of the others. 

Believing that the most efficient results 
under our system of government are to be 
attained by the full exercise by the states 
of their reserved sovereign powers, we de- 
nounce as usurpation the efforts of our oppo- 
nents to deprive the states of any of the 
rights reserved to them, and to enlarge and 
magnify by indirection the powers of the 
federal government. 

We insist upon the full exercise of all the 
powers of the government, both state and 
national. to protect the people from injus-. 
tice at the hands of those who seek to make 
the government a private asset in business. 
There is no twilight zone between the na- 
tion and the state in which exploiting iriter- 
ests can take refuge from both, It is as 
necessary that the federal government shall 
exercise the powers reserved to it, but we 
insist that federal remedies for the regula- 
tloh of interstate commerce and for the pre- 
vention of private monopoly shall be added 
tc and not substituted for state remedies.

INCOME TAX, DIRECT ELECTIONS. 


We congratulate the country upon the 
triumph of two important reforms demanded 
in the'last national pla‘:form—namely: the 
amendment of the federal constitution auth- 
orizing an income tax and the amendment 
providing for the popular election of sen- 
ators. and we cal! upon the people of all the 
states to rally to the support of the pending 
propositions and secure their ratification: 

We note with gratification the unanimous 
sentiment in favor of publicity before the 
election of campaign contributtons—a meas- 
ure demanded in our national platform of 
1908 and.iat that time opposed by the Re- 
publican party—and we commend the Dem- 
ocratic house of. representatives for extend- 
ing the déctrine of publicity to recommenda-* 
tions, verbal and written, upon which pres- 
idential appointments are. made, to the own- 
ership arid control of newspapers, and to 
the e tures made by and in behalf of 
those who aspire to presicential nomina-. 
tions, and we point for adciiional jusiifica- 
tion fgr this legislation to the enormous ex-~

PRESIDENTIAL. PRIMARIES. 

The movement toward more popular gov- 
ernment should be promoted through legisla- 
lation in each state which will permit the 
éxpression of the preference of the electors 
for national candidates at presidential pri- 
maries. ? 

We direct that the national committee in- 
corporate in the call for the next nominating 
convention a requirement that all expres- 
sions of preference for presidential canci- 
dates ghall be given and the selection of dele- 
gates and alternates made through a pri- 
mary election conducted by the party or- 
ganization in each state where such expres- 
sion and election are not provided for by 
state law. 

Committeemen who are hereafter to con-

And it has 
passed the. great supply bills which lessen 
waste and extravagance and which reduce 
the annual expenses of the government by 
many millions of dollars. 

We approve the measure reported by the 
Democratic leacers in the house of repre- 
sentatives for the creation of a council of

BANKING LEGISLATION, 


We oppose the so-called A 
bill or the establishment of 
and we believe the people of this country 
Will be largely freed from panics and con- 
sequent unemployment and ‘business de- 
pression by such a systematic revision of our 
banking laws ag wil! render temporary re- 
lief in localities where such relief is needed, 
with protection from contro! or domination 
by what is known as the “ money trust.” 

Banks exist for the accommodation of the 
public and not for the contro! of business. 
All legisiation on the subject of banking and 
currency should have for its purpose the 
securing of these accommodations on terms 
of absolute security to ‘the public and of 
complete protection from the misuse of the 
power that wealth gives to those who pos- 
sess it. 

We condemn the present methods of de- 
positing government ‘funds in a few favored 
banks, largely situated in or controlled by 
Wail’ street, in’ return for political favors, 
and we pledge our party to provide by law 
for their deposit by competitive bidding by 
the banking institutions of the country. na-

Of equal imipertance with tbe question of 
currency reform is the question of ‘rural 
‘ credits or agricultural finance. Therefore 
we recommend that an investigation ofr 
agricultural credit societies.tn foreign couri- 
tries be made, so that it may be ascertained 
whether a system of rural credits may be 
devised suitable to conditions in the United 
States; and we also favor legislation per- 
mitting national banks to loan a reasonabie 
proportion of their funds on real estate se- 
curity. : 
We recognize the value of vocational edu- 
cation and urge federal appropriations for 
such training and extension teaching in 
agriculture in codperation with the several 
states. 


WATERWAYS. : : 

We renew the declaration in our last plat- 
form relating to the conservation of our 
natural resources and the development of 
our waterways. The present devastation 
of the lower Mississippi valley accentuates 
the movement for the regulation of river 
flow by additional bank and levee protection 
below, and the diversion, storage, and con- 
trol of the flood waters‘above and their 
utilization for beneficial pu in. the 
réclamation of arid and swamp lands and 
the development of water power, instead of 
permitting the floods to continue, as hereto- 
fore, agente of destruction. 

We hold that the control of the Mississippi 
river is a national problem. The preservation 
of the depth of its water for the purpose of 
navigation, the building of levees to main- 
tain the integrity of its channel and the pre- 
vention of the overflow of the land and its 
consequent destruction, resulting in inter- 
ruption of interstate commerce, the disor- 
ganization of mail service, and the enor- 
mous loss of life and property impose an 
obligation which alone can be discharged by 
the general government. 

‘We favor the codperation of the United 
States and the respective states in plans 
for the comprehensive treatment of all 
waterways with a view of coérdinating plans 
for channel improvement with plans for 
drainage of swamp and overflowed lands, 
and to this end we favor the appropriation 
by the federal government-of sufficient funds 
to make surveys of such lands, to develop 
plans for draining such lands, and to super- 
vise the work of construction. , 

We favor the adoption of a liberal and 
comprehensive plan for the development and 
improvement of our inland waterways with 
economy and efficiency, so as to permit their 
navigation by vessels of standard draft. .

We favor national ald to state and local au- 
thorities in the construction and mainte- 
nance of post roads.

RIGHTS OF LABOR. 

We repeat our declarations of the platform 
of 1908 as follows: ' 

‘The courts of justicé are the bulwark 
of our liberties and we yield to none in our 
purpose to maintain their dignity. Our party 
has given to the bench a long line of dis- 
tinguished justices, who have added to the 
respect and confidence in which this de- 
partment must be jealously maintained. We 
resent the attempt of the Republican party 
to raise a false issue respecting the judiciary. 
It is an unjust reflection upona great body of 
our Citizens to assume that they lack respect 
for the courts. 

‘Tt is the function of the court to interpret 
the laws which the people enact, and if the 
laws appear to work economic, social, or 
political. injustice it fs our duty to change 
them. The only baétis upon which the in- 
tegrity of our courts can stand is that of un- 
swerving justice and protection ‘of life, per- 
sonal Hberty, and property. If* judicial 
processes may be abused, we should guerd 
them ageinst abuse. 

** Experience has proved the necessity of 
a modification of the present law relating 
to injunction and we reiterate the pledges 
of our platforms of 1896 and 1904 in favor 
of'a measure which passed the United States 
senate in 1896, relating to contempt In federa] 
courts and providing for tria)] by jury in cases 
of indirect contempt. 

** Questions of judicial practice have arisen, 
especially in connection with industrial dig- 
putes. We believe that the parties to all 
judicial proceedings should be treated with 
rigid impartiality and@. that injunctions 
should not be issued In any case in which 
an: injunction would not isgue if no industrial 
dispute were involved. 

“The expanding organization of industry 
makes it essential that there should be no 
abridgement of the right of the wage earners 
and producers to organize for the protection 
of wages and the improvement of labor con- 
ditions, to the end that euch labor organ- 
izations and their members should not be 
regarded as illegal combinations in restraint 
of trade. 

“We pledge the Democratic party to the 
enactment of a law creating a department 
of labor represented separately in the prest- 
dent's cabinet, in which department ghall 
be included the subject of mines andi min- 
ing.”’ 

We pledge the Democratic party, so far as 
the federal jurisdiction extends, to an em- 
ployés’ compensation law providing ade- 
quate indemnity for injury to body or logs of 
life. . 


AGRICULTURE. 

We believe in encouraging the development 
of a modern system of agriculture and a sys- 
tematic effort to {!mprove the conditions of 
trade in farm products so as tc benefit both 
the consumers and praijiucers. And as an 
efficient means to this end we favor the en- 
actment by congress of ‘«rislation that will 
suppress: the pernicious practice of gambling 
in agricultural producis by organized ex- 
changes or others.

CONSERVATION. 

‘We believe in the conservation and the 
development for the use of all the people, of 
the natural resources of the country. Our 
forests, our sources of water supply, our 
arable and our mineral! lands, our navigable 
streams, and all other material resources 
with which our country hae been 6o lavishly 
endowed, constitute the foundation of our 
national Wealth. Such additional legislation 
as may be necessary to prevent their being 
wasted or absorbed by special or. privileged 
interests, should be enacted and the policy of 
their conservation should be rigidly ad- 
hered to. 

The public domain shou!d be administered 
and digposed of with due regard to the gen- 
eral welfare. Reservations should be limit- 
ed to the purposes which they purport to 
serve and not extended toinclude land wholly 
unsuited therefor. "The unnecéssary with-: 
drawal from sale and settlement of enor- 
mous tracts of public land, upon which tree 
growth never existed and cannot be pro- 
moted, tends only to-retard development, 
create discontent, and bring reproach upon 
the policy of conservation. 

The public land laws should be admin!s- 
tered in a epirit of the broadest liberality 
towards the settler exhibiting a bona fide 
purpoge to comply therewith, to the end that 
the invitation of this government to the 
landless should be as attractive as possibie, 
and the plain provisions of the forest reserve 
act permitting homestead entries to be made

human health. Thus'united and administered 
without partiality to, or discrimination 
against, any school of medicine or system of 
healing, they would constitute a single health 
service,.not swbordinated to any commercial 
or firiancial interests but devoted exclusively 
to thé conservation. of human life and effi- 
clency. Moreover, this health service should 
codperate with the health agencies of our 
various states. and cities without inteMer- 

ence with thelr. prerogatives or with the free- 
dom of individuals to employ such medical or 
hygienic aid ais they may see fit.

CIVIL SERVICE LAW. 

The. law pertaining to thescivil service 
should be homestly and rigidly enforced, to 
the’ end that merit and ability shall be the

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THE PHILIPPINES. 

We reaffirm) the position thrice announced 
by the Democfacy in national! convention as- 
sembied against a policy of imperaiism and 
colonial exploitation in the Philippines or 
elsewhere. We condemn the experiment.in 
imperialism ag an inexcugable blunder which 
has involved, us in enormous expense, 
brought us weakness instead of strength, 
and laid our nation. open to the charge of 
abandonment of the fundamental doctrine of 
self-government. We favor an immediate 
declaration of the nation’s purpose to recog- 
nize the independence of the Philippine 
islands as sooh as a stable government can 
be established, such independence to be 
guaranteed by us until the neutralization of 
the islands can be secured by treaty with 
other powers.

_ ‘Was Foreign to Politics. 

Until his election as governor in 1908 Mr. 
Marshai] never held a political office. He 
wes not unversed in politics. however, hav 
ing been chairman in his district in 1896 and 
1888. His law partner had been elected to 
congress, but Mr. Marshall was contented 
with. a place on. the state committee. 

The nomination of Mr. Marshall for gov- 
ernor by the Democrats was said to have been 
the result of acompromise. There waza fac- 
tional. fight on and the prospects didn’t look 
rosy for the Democratic nominee tn view of 
the fact that President Taft had carried fhe 
state. by 10,000 and the preceding executif e, 
Gov. Hanly, had swept the state by 84,000 
in 1904, the year when Indiana gave Col. 
Roosevelt a- plurality of 94,000, 

In accepting the nomination Mr. Marshall 
went before the Democratic convention and 
declared he would not make the race unless 
assured of the support of a united Democ- 
racy. Then he madea fighting campaign and 
was elected. ; 


No Contest on Taggart. 
As governor, friends of Mr. Marshall 
sought to have him undertake a war on

As they drew up in 
f-unt of the governor's cottage half a dozen 
men jumped from one and ran with a flash 
of bunting under their arms to a lofty flag 
pole, and a second later a forty foot flag was 
rippling from the top inthe breeze. - 

“Three cheers for the next president,” 
shouted a lusty lunged enthusiast, and the 
‘crowd gave them with a will. The governor 
removed his soft brown hat. bowed, and said: 
‘* Gentlemen, I thank you from my heart.” 


Daughter Pins on Buttons, 

Miss Jessie Wilson opened the presidentia! 
campaign of 1912 for her father. She gathered 
a pocketful of Wilson buttons and pinned 
them on the callers. 

From Long Branch to’ Point Pleasant, 
through a score of towns and cities by the 
sea, all roads led to the governors home.

Crossing Dreaded by ‘Autcists. 

-Owing to: the high embankments‘on each 
side of the crogsing which: are covered by 
trees and large bushes which prevent auto- 
mobilists from seeing the railroad tracks 
until actually wpdén them, the crossing where 
the. accident happened has long been dreaded 
by persons driving machines in that vicinity. 

Steps were taken yesterday by- Coroner 
Norton of Kane county to hayethe trees and 
shribs removed from the piles on each sice 
of the crossing. — ; 

The Hanley brothers and the Andersons 
left Granger on Friday. amd drove to Chicago. 
On Saturday afternoon they stopped, in 
Geneva for a short time and) just before the 
accident yesterday inquired their way fgom 
several persons. While in Chicago George 
Hanley purchased a new automobile. It had 
been delivered to him in the morning and he 
was driving it for the first time... 

There was but one witness to the accident. 
Olaf Sandbotn, a farmer who was in a fleld 
a short distance :away:. ‘He declared the 
crossing bell began to ring before the ma- 
chine came near the crossing. Apparently 
Hanley did not hear it as Sandborn said he 
made ne attempt to slack his speed, but made 
the turn and drove‘on to the track. Sand- 
born shouted a warning, but hig voice was 
drowned by the screams of the people in the 
automobile as the train struck them. 


Car Carried 100 Feet. 

The automobile was squarely in front of 
the train when struck. The entire car was 
carried along for about 100: feet, then the 
engine and frame were thrown to one side. 
The tonmeay and top were carried on about 
500 feet before they rolled off the cowcatcher 
as the train pulled up. 

The passengers felt the shock and swarmed 
out of the doors. <A hundred yards back 
were the bodies of two. A little further 
toward the crossing another man was lying 
sénseless, but still breathing. Still‘ further 
lay the woman, dead. 

The train crew picked up the survivor, laid 
him in one of the coaches, and the train con- 
tinued into Geneva to afford him hospital 
treatment. The three bodies were covered 
with sheets and left where they lay. 

On the train were Stephen H. Bourne of 
Cleveland, western representative of the F. 
B. Stearns company, and C. F. Smith of Los 
Angeles, a Stearns dealer 


Passenger Tells of Accident. 

‘“ We looked over the trail left by the car,”’ 
said Mr. Bourne, “ and found it had skidded 
just at the turn. 

‘A pitiful feature of it all wae that if the 
driver had kept his head there would have 
been no collision. Leading from the ‘high- 
way right at the corner where the machine 
skidded was an open gateway leading to a 
clear field. Had he driven through that in- 
stéad of trying to cross the tracks, he would 
have beén safe.” 


Obstructions to Be Cut Down. 

Statements from the Northwestern offices 
were issued during the day. They said the 
train, No. 8, was running about forty miles 
an hour, and the regular signals had been 
given by Engineer Tuttle. The engineer 
said he believed the automobile had been 
going too fast to stop. Fireman Herbard 
insisted he had not seen the machine ap- 
proaching, owing to the interference of the 
trees and embankment at that point. Con- 
ductor Perry knew nothing of the accident 
further than events following it. 

Coroner Norton hurried to the scene. 

‘‘Mr. Hanley did not regain consciousness 
at the hdspital long enough to make a state- 
ment.’’ said the coroner, “ but from what 
Mr. Sanborn says, the warning bell was 
ringing as usual and he should have stopped 
hie car. It is Impossible to look west on the 
tracks from the road until on the tracks, and 
we have been fearful of an accident at that 
crossing for a long time.. 

‘*T have notified the railroad company that 
the trees, shrubs, and bushes must be cut 
down at once. .I also shall ask that the em- 
bankments on either aide of the crossing be 
lowered so automobilists may see either way 


before crossing the track.”’

THE FIFTH OLYMPIAD. 

’ In everything except political and religi- 
ous significance the fifth modern Olympiad 
at Stockholm would cause the eyes of an 
Elean or Pisatan to bulge with wonder at 
the athletic marvel which a French im- 
agination saw could be built on an ancient 
foundation. 

Revivals of ancient customs generally 
totter on their feet. Théy take a few steps, 
fire out their artificial supports, and drop 
because there is no vitality in them. The 
Olympiad ie the exception. At Stockholm 
Americans have begun with fair success in 
the events to which less attention is paid 
than ie given the track and field contests. 
In shooting they have major honors. 

If they do not take most of the points on 
track and field they will disappoint even 
the foreign experts, but another four years, 
with increasing or even continuing Puro- 
pean interest in Anglo-Saxon sports, will 
find the abundant material of other nations 
forced into shape and champions will be 
coming forward. PEven the English athletes 
are frankly studying American methods and 
look to this Olympiad for lessons rather than 
victories. 

On this side we are about ready to invite 
the nations to try their fortunes on Amer- 
fean soil. Chicago would be justified in 
asking for the sixth Olympiad.

PARTY PLATFORMS IN OUR DAY. 

To the political pathologist, to the cynic 
philosopher, party platforms are still of 
interest. Whether of late years they have 
swayed any votes is to be doubted. Elec- 
tions turn upon a few principal issues upon 
which the candidates have taken opposing 
stands. No platform declarations are need- 
ed to establish or define them. Aside from 
these issues men vote according to certain 
rough generalities upon what the parties 
have done or may do. 

But very few voters go through the plat- 
forms seriously and analytically to balance 
one against the other. If they did they 
‘would find their pains largely wasted, ex- 
cept as they brought enlightenment as to 
the workings of the politician mind. They 
would find much generality and vagueness 
clothed in superserious and pretentious dic- 


& tion, and the only tangible differences of jm- 
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portance developed would be the univer- 
sally accepted main differences dividing the 
parties and requiring no platform to set 
them forth. 

There ought to be a definite constitption 
or declaration of principles for each party, 
and platforms should be superseded by pro- 
grams in the form of explicit pledges of con- 
crete action. This would save us a lot of 
buncombe and rhetorical dust throwing, and 
would-make parties more directly and defi- 
nitely responsible.

During four or five hours of each night 
almost the whole of the immense equipment 
of our city traction systems is a dead and 
worthless thing.

The thousands of 
stockholders lose part of ij «The city, and 
therefore the taxpayers and inhabitants who 
enjoy the benefits of public expenditure, lose 
part of it, because the city is a partner of 
the traction companies, And lastly all those 
who would be benefited by the use in these 
hours of the equipment lose part of it. 

Is this waste inevitable? 

There is now a strong hope that it is not. 
A plan is being considered and will be tried 
on the south side dines to utilize the night 
hours for carrying package freight. If this 
plan succeeeds the west and north side lines 
and perhaps the elevated lines may be givea 
the privilege. 

It is to be hoped it will succeed. It should 
bring a substantial reduction in the cost of 
living. It should increase legitimately the 
earnings of the traction companies so that 
the share of the city will be larger or the day 
service improved or the fare reduced. It 
should help to develop a great region of dairy 
and truck farming about Chicago by'giving 
the cheapest and most direct access to the 
consuming public. It should greatly cheap- 
en all deliveries, being especially beneficial 
to the small shopkeeper. It should relieve 
day congestion by providing night transpor- 
tation of coal, city waste, building ma- 
terials. 

The approach of traction unification and 
the promise of more rapid transit by the 
building of a subway make this improve- 
ment the more practicable and desirable. 
The council will consider it carefully, of 
course, and see that the privilege is not 
granted without full safeguards against dis- 
criminations and the reservation of the right 
of regulation of service and rate schedules. 
With such reservations, it is reasonably 
certain that the night service will prove an 
extremely profitable development of sub- 
stantial advantage to the whole community.

BABIES IN HOT WEATHER. 
HE problem of keeping babies well 
in hot weather is, in part, a milk 
problem. _Hot weather spoils the 
milk. Spoiled milk spoils the 
babies. Hot weather spoils the ba- 
bies, even those who get unspoiled milk. 

But another part of the hot weather 
problem is the baby itself. In a rough 
sort of way the baby’s food is burned up 
into energy of four kinds: First, that 
which is built up into tissue; second, that 
which is used up in action; third, that 
which is piled up as fat; fourth, that 
which is made into heat. I say roughly, 
because you cannot say of one food ele- 
ment, “ This goes into tissue,” and of an- 
other, “‘ This goes to fat,” and have the 
elements stay where they were put. 
Within certain limits they swap around. 
A lamp may make light or heat or smoke; 
it may burn oil or it may burn the 
wick. 

The American Practitioner quotes Prof. 
Abdelhalden of Switzerland as sdying: 
“The cells of our bodies never learn what 
rae character of the food we eat really 


~~ 

In the winter time a baby needs to 
make considerable heat and also needs 
bands and wraps to prevent its rapid 
radiation. In the summer time the rest- 
less, kicking, active, healthy baby always 
makes heat in excess, and the great prob- 
lem is how he shall get rid of it. The 
air is nearly as hot as he is, and, there- 
fore, cannot take up much of his heat. 

Not only is the baby made uncomforta- 
ble but oftentimes he is made sick by ex- 
cess of heat. Some of the best doctors 
think most of the cholera infantum is 
heat stroke. 

What can be done about it? 

In the first place, the amount of cloth- 
ing can be cut down as much as the law 
allows. A pickaninny clothed in a promise 
is pretty near. the proper thing when the 
temperature is 100 degrees and the wind 
's holding from the southwest. I should 
say that all, doctors are agreed that 
much of the summer sickness in babies 
is because they make heat faster than 
they: can well get rid of it. A band over 
the abdomen is all right on the cool days 
in summer, but it must be removed when 
the temperature -in the shade goes over 
SO degrees. 


~- 

In.the-second place, the food can be cut 
down, particularly the fat elements. Ad- 
vise with the doctor about keeping the 
baby on buttermilk or skimmed milk while 
the weather is very warm. While it is im- 
portant that the baby should not get much 
cream or butter during the extreme hot 
weather, it is also desirable to reduce slight- 
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ly the quantity of foodtaken. This can 
usually be done if the baby is given plenty 
of clean water to drink. 

Let the mother whose baby is thin for 
get her wish for a fat baby until the 
cold weather comes. Let the mother who 
has a fat baby watch it as a hen does a 
hawk—for hot weather threatens the fat 
baby worse than ever hawk threatened a 
chicken. 

And, in addition, the baby can be kept 
in the coolest part of the house, or on 
the roof, or out of doors, or in the park.

Thus each of the now living knights of the 
Golden Fheece is wearing insignia hundreds 
of years old, that have been in the posses- 
sion of many famous mem The collar be- 
stowed by Alfonso XII. on the first Prince 
Bismarck, having been worn in the sixteenth 
century by the wuke of Alva, the oppressor 
of the Netherlands, while that granted to 
Marshal MacMahon had at one time adorned 
the breast of Louis XI. of France. That of 
the late Don Carlos, Duke of Madrid, had be- 
longed to Duke Charlies the Bold of Bur- 
gundy, and it ntay be remembered what an 
outcry there was some twenty years ago 
when it became known that Don Carlos had 
pawned it dtringi a time of financial embar- 
rassment. — 

King Humbert of Italy had the order for- 
merly bestowed on Christopher Columbus, 
while that once borne by Hernando Cortez 
was conferredsipon the late Emperor F'reder- 
ick of Germany. 

Of course;-thé rule requiring the eventual 
return of the insignia is intended to preserve 
them, to prevent them from falling into un- 
worthy hands, and from becoming the object 
of just such trade and barter as that of the 
Earle sale. 

Emperor William of Germany was glad to 
pay several thousand dollars for the recov- 
ery of the jeweled insignia of his Order of 
the Black! Eagle, which, bestowed upon the 
late Emperor of China, was stolen during 
the Boxer rebellion of 1900 by the looters of 
the imperial palace at Peking, and offered for 
sale in that city.

What Dr. Chapman has succeeded in pur- 
chasing at the Earle sale is more than prob- 
ably one of those replicas of the star and 
jewel [or badge] of the Garter, which some 
of the knights have specially made, in order 
to preserve in their families lasting me- 
morials of their membership in fhe order. 

Thus, the third Marquis of Hertford caused 
a replica to be made of the star, studded with 
diamonds to the tune of some $60,000. It was 
worn by his son and successor, the fourth 
Marquis, who was also a Knight of the Gar- 
ter, and who bequeathed it to his haif brother 
and principal heir, the late Sir Richard Wal- 
lace. 

Sir Richard made a present of it to Lord 
Beaconsfield when the latter became a Knight 
of the Garter, on his return from the con- 
grese of Berlin in 1878. At Beaconsfield's 
death this jeweled star disappeared, and 
some time later turned up ina shop window 
at Baden-Baden.’ There was a considerable 
outcry from English people over the offer 
of suth an article, even though a replica, for 
public sale, and a mumber of the admirers of 
the late Duke of Cambridge raised a fund, 
purchased it, and presented it to him on the 
diamond jubilee of his service in the British 
army, of which he was for so many decades 
the commander in pore 


He left it, not to his s Mature sons, the Fitz- 
Georges, but to the late King Edward, and it 
is now in the possession of King George, to- 
gether with thet v ‘hr tiamond studded rep- 
i lea.

But neglecting, out of 
respect for his future sovereign, to ask him 
the same direct question—had he broken the 
pledge ?—the prince, in view of the denial of 
all the rest,. was left to bear the weight of the 
obvious imputation. Imagine the situation! 
On the face of i, at least, the public was 
given the opportunity to balance the solemn 
oaths of the rest of the pary against the in- 
voluntary silence of the prince, The latter 
was exceedingly angry and greatly distressed 
at the position into which he had been forced 
by this piece of loyal stupidity, and in pri- 
vate vigorously denied that he had ever so 
much as hinted about a scandal. 

It speaks volumes for the late king’s spirit 
of forgiveness, that when he succeeded to 
the throne, instead of barring Sir Edward 
from his court, he bestowed upon him mem- 
bership im hie privy council. If I refer to 
the above incident, much discussed’ in pri- 
vate, but never in print, it is because Sir 
Sidney Lee, in his much criticised biography 
of Edward VII., alludes briefly to tht Tranby 
Croft house party.

The headless body of Calvin Vaniman was 
found and brought ashore. The head was 
cut and the eyes blown out. A Scar over 
his right eye showed where he had been 
struck by a piece of the wreckage.

Three thousand spectators, including the 
inventor's wife, saw the big dirigible shat- 
tered by an explosion of the gas bag and 
blown to atoms haif a mile off shore over 
Absecon Inlet. 

Mrs. Vaniman was prostrated by the shock. 

The wives of Bourrillion, Gest, and Elmer, 
who lived near by, also saw the disaster. 
Neighbore cared for them and later they 
went over to the Vaniman cottage, where a 
most distressing scene followed. Men 
turned away as the four widows wept on 
one another's shoulders. 

After the first excitement had passed Mrs. 
Vaniman again collapsed and later was 
under the cate of a physician. : She is suffer- 
ing with frequent fainting spells and her con- 
dition is serious. 

There are many theories as to the cause of 
the disaster. One is that air got into the gas 
bag. Another that the rays of the morning 
sun expanded the gas and caused the great 
envelope to burst. A third is that flames 
somehow reached the gasoline, and a fourth 
theory advanced is that a stray rope caught 
in one of the propellers, was whipped around 
and striking the gas bag tore a hole in it, let- 
ting out the gas. 

The dirigible had been in the air from 6:15 
to 6:88 o'clock when the accident happened. 
The huge envelope, containing thousands of 
cubic feet of gas, was rent by the berrific 
force of the explosion. 


Flames Hide Ship from View. 

The Akron burst near the middie. A mags 
of flames hid the ship from view. For ae 
space of possibly ten seconds the $500,000 
dirigible was invisible, while the air about the 
spot where ft had been hovering seemed to 
be all flames. 

The fire dissipated and then the ship out- 
line against the sunrise was seen to fall like 
a plummet. First the understructure, or 
car, in which were penned the unfortunate 
men, held in by a meshwork put on after the 
second trip of the balloon three weeks ago, 
broke away from the envelope. 

It up-ended, the bow turning first in a slow 
arc. Then it reversel suddenly and plunged 
doi:nward. Directly above, twisting in a 
long spiral was the bag, a smoking mase of 
rubber and silk, with flames shooting out 
from a dozen sections as it collapsed, It 
fluttered a moment and then streaked down 
after the car. 

In the descent something which appeared 
to be the body of a man shot out to the left 
of the wreckage and hit the water beforé the 
rest of the descending mass. This was Cal- 
vin Vaniman. Two hours afterward the 
body was recovered. 


Great Excitement; 20,000 There. 

Thousands of persons were gathered along 
the inlet, Board Walk, and about the Vani- 
man cottage for hours after the accident. 
Mrs. Vaniman collapsed and for some time 
was unconscious from the shock. A physi- 
cian was in attendance. She finally recov- 
ered. 

Fully 20,000 persons gathered about the 
inlet and remained there for hours after 
the wreck. Two hundred boats clustered 
about in a wide circle nearly all morning. 

The greatest excitement prevailed for a 
time. Boats were darting out from the inlet 
and all along the shores of the thoroughfare 
and beach. Police reserves kept the crowds 
from about the Vaniman villa. 

Im general appearance the Akron was not 
unlike the America, in which Walter Well- 
man and. Vaniman attempted to cross the 
Atlantic ocean in October, 1910.

PASTOR ACTS IN VIGE WAR 


Dr. E. L. Williams Makes Arrests 
Like Real Policeman. 


HAS CRITICISM FOR JUDGES. 


Most of His Prisoners Freed; Latest 
One Fined $100. 


Success of the Rev. E. L. Williams, pastor 
of Grace Methodist church, La Salle avenue 
and Locust streets, in arresting an annoyer 
of girls and women on Monday night, has 
led to the public disclosure of Dr. Williams 
as a “direct action” crusader against vice 
in his’ district. 

For months Dr. Williams has been making 
Personal investigations and either arresting 
offenders or bringing about their incarcera- 
tion, but in most cases the prisoners were 
freed by Municipal judges. In his latest ar- 
rest, however, the court's decision was as 
the minister considered the facts warranted. 
Joseph Clark, 419 Weils street, accused by the 
pastor of annoying girls and womenin Wash- 
ington square, Was fined $100 and costs in 
Chicago avenue police court. 


Previous Cases Dismissed. 

Several previous cases in which the minister 
said he had gathered sufficient information 
upon Which to convict, yet the prisoners 
were discharged, were cited by Dr. Williams. 
who was nominated for the legislature on 
the Republican ticket in the twenty-ninth 
district last April. 

On June 14, he said, he instigated a prose- 
cution of Harry Jennings, proprietor of a 
hotel im North Clark street, for selling beer 
without a license. He produced three bottles 
which were bought by Dr. Albert S. Gregg 
of Cleveland, Hans P. Freese, a professor 
at the Columbus university of Migsour|, and 
&@ private detective. Each of them testified 
they had purchased the beer in the hotel. 
According to Dr. Williams the judge threw 
the cage out of court. 


Encounters Man with “Pull.” 

Dr. Williams said he @iscovered a poker 
game in progress in the same hotel one night 
a few weeks later. He told Jennings he in- 
tended reporting him. “I have a big pull,”’ 
Dr. Williams said he answered, ‘“‘ they won't 
do anything to me."" Dr. Williams had him 
arrested anyway. The case was dismissed 

Last April on ¢lection day Williams eaid 
he discovered the wife of Bud Ryan, who 
runs several galoons in Chicago, was selling 
liquors to men in the rear of the bar. He 
reported to the police. When the case came 
up Ryan was fined $100 and costs. 

“ That was the only time the court sided 
with*me,” said Dr. Williams.

Chiropodists Say It Is Possessed 
by Mrs. Clara Houston. 


“ANY ONE MAY HAVE ONE.” 


She Advises: “Get Stockings Large, 
Shoes to Fit, Shun High Heels.” 


When the chiropodists who were busy 
forming a national organization at the Hotel 
La Salle yesterday were asked if the ‘* per- 
fect foot * was to be found in Chicago they 
replied that it wae to be found among their 
own number and pointed out Mrs Clara 
Houston. 

Mrs. Houston was prevailed upon to reveal 
the foot and to permit it to be photographed 
and measured. It proved to be 8% inches 
long and 9 inches around the instep. As 
Mrs. Housiton is 5 feet 4 inches tall, her foot 
is shorter, in proportion to her height, than 
sculptors are advised to make the feet of 
their statues. The rule of sculpture, or at 
least the rule which governed the Greeks, 
was that the foot should measure approxi- 
mately one-seventh of the height. 

The chiropodists were enthusiastic, not 
over the smallness of Mise Houstgn’s foot, 
but over its natural shape. The possessor, 
who lives at 3110 Vernon avenue, attributes 
the perfection of her foot toa habit of buy- 
ing stockings half a size too large and ehoes 
that fit She asserted jt isn’t neceseary to 
be born with a perfect foot, and that any one 
whose foot is not too badly deformed may 
have one, except as to size.

Commissioner Ericsson Will 
Not Issue Permits to 80 
‘Unsafe Theaters. ~ 


CALIS -ACTION ILLEGAL. 


Resolution Directed to City Col- 
lector Should Have Named 
the Clerk, 


City Building) Commissioner Ericsson yes- 
terday defied the city council order providing 
for the iseuance of new licenses to unsafe 
theaters and declared that as long ap he 
holds office the eighty houses he has black- 
listed never will get licenses in their present 
shape. 

The commissioner said he was being backed 
by Mayor Harrisom The council Monday 
night acted without authority, he asserted, 
and passed an illegal order when it directed 
City Collector Cohen to isswe temporary 
licenses to the rejected applicants. Execu- 
tive officials of the city chuckled. City Col- 
lector Cohen merely receives the money for 
licenses, whereas the permits: are issued 
by the city clerk. The mistake ini the council 
order, according) to Mr. Ericsson, makes it 
invalid. He insisted: during the day that, 
legal? or illegal, he would see to it that no 
licenses were isgued to unsafe playhouses. 


Nine Are Fire Traps. 

“Nine of the theaters are on second and 
third floors and cannot be anything but fine- 
traps,’ said the building commissioner. “I 
never will O. K. a license for those places 
s0 they might as well close their doors. -Of 
the other seventy or seventy-five places for 
which licenses have been refused the building 
violations for the most part are few. These 
places will be gramted Mcenses age fast as 
they comply with the ordinances and prove it 
to me. 

* Twenty-five owners of places of this sort 
came into my office today and promised to 
make neceseary changes to insure safety to 
petrons. In several instances they showed 
they had complied with the building require- 
ments and I sent word to the city: collector 
to accept their license fees.’’ 

Three theaters which have fulfilled the de- 
mands of the commissioner are at 740 East 
Forty-third street, 238 West Thirty-first 
Street, and 315 North Forty-eighth avenue 


Condemns Council Action. 

The commissioner ¢stimatem there are 75,000 
patrons daily at the blacklisted theaters. 

“Many persons do not realize the actual 
danger in case of panic or fire in some of 
these places,’’ he said. ‘‘ Choked aisles, in- 
sufficient exits, crowding of seats, and faulty 
construction are things that easily can be 
remedied. 

“It is strange that the council adopted 
en ordinance forbidding theaters above the 
first floor and in the next act voted in favor 
of an order to have licenses issued to unsafe 
theaters. To have the councilmen go againet 
me does not make me feel any too good. They 
cam get rid of me if they don’t like my work, 
but as long as I am here I am gpoing to do the 
things that I consider necessary for the pro- 
tection of the public.” 


Attacks Architects’ Firm. 

The commissioner ‘is in receipt of a letter 
from Peter B. Wight, secretary of the board 
of examiners of architects of the state, in 
which he states he has in his possessfon ap- 
proved and fraudulent plans of a building for 
“ Pat Nohas, made by L. Novy & Son, arch- 
itects.” According to Mr. Wight the bulld- 
ing was erected from the fraudulent plans 
and because of this the members of the arch- 
itectural firm are to be called before the state 
board on July 10.

Two suits, one for $200,000 and another for

For this. dinner the fish was boiled in a bag 
or in apiece of cheese cloth to keep it-in shape 
and also to keep the scum from adhering to it. 
Salt and toward the last jemon juice or vinegar | 
were sometimes added to the boiling’ water. 

In boiling a salmgn the skin should -be 

cleaned, but not removed until after the cloth’ 
is taken off. Some people serve it with the 
skin on. The time required for boiling the 
fish depends, of course, on the size of the cut. 
Few people would cbdok ‘a whole ‘Salmon, al- 
though this is sometimes-done for large-picnics. 
The economical cut#for a small family. is ‘a 
piece near the tail. This costs. less and ke 
its shape better than a piece from the m 
of the fish. 
. Churches which serve many ‘meals. in the 
course of the year, in deors and out, often keép 
instead. of a fish boiler a large Wash  boilér 
in which they plac@a rack for the whole fish. 
They use this vessel for no other purpose save 
that of boiling fish and afterward for heating 
the water to wash the dishes. 

Boiled salmon is aaenine garnished witht 
slices of lemon or bojled egg and served with 
a very thin “wenite Sauce or a: aeaywe ‘butter 
sauce. go 9 

There are many acceptable uses fér leftover 
salmon besides the salad. It may: be..creamed 
and served on toast or crackers. Some people 
like a salnion stew. This is made exacély Iike. 
an oyster stew. The milk is scalded,- butter, 
and rolled cracker added; and then the picked 
up fish. 

Salmon croquéttes are in no gréat favor in 
some families, but if dainty made’ they. are 
good. If while the fish is still warm it is 
mixed wth mashed potatoes and the left. over 
whte sauce, with perhaps some additions of 
cracker crumbs and white of egg to bind,. it 
may be used. for either croquettes .or fish 
cakes,

Halibut is a much less expensive fish, pee if 
gently handled is not a bad substitute for. salm- 
on. A bit of green pepper, with.. salt . and 
lemon juise in the water in which it is boiled, 
improves its flavor. 

A good wife of my acquaintance played that 
sort of a little trick that is always justifiable 
on her husband. For some reason or other he 
had a violent prejudice against this fish, but he 
ate it and theught it good when she«served it 
as “white salmon.” oe & 

The can of salmon which sometimes. seems 
to be the lazy wife's constant resorf is not of 
course, to be despised. If the fish is taken out 
into a bowl s6 that none of. the juices are lost 
and then thoroughly steamed it is much syupe- 
rior to that carelessly served direct from the 
ean. If it is strong it may. be scalded, the 
juices being first poured off. and preserved.

2 
Johnson boxed as usual this afternoon 
for the moving picture machines, He 
worked twenty minutes, going twelve min- 
utes without a rest with Marty Cutler and 
never puffing in the least. Filynm took only 
his usual run and played handball, but was 
just as confident as ever and in the best of 
spirits. i 

The Pueblo man looks like a racehorse, fit 
to run the race of his life, but remember that 
Mistah Johnson also is down fine, no matter 
whether he is heavier than when he fought Jeffries 
or not. For a man who has boxed hardly at al! for 
two years, his judge of distance was remarkable. 
He missed once all the afternoon and offered Cut- 
ler $10 if the latter could make him mise again 
during the twenty minutes of boxing.

When a mafi here bets on Johnson in nine cases 
eut.of ten he remarks: ‘* Well, Iam backing my 
fudement, Dut I would be willing to lose and pay 
it twice over if Flynn could win."’ It isthefriends 
of Flynn who keep the odds down to 2 to 1 and 
2% to 1. 

Johnson has acted like a big schoolboy out fora 
good time. He gets into all kinds of games and 
enjoys bimeelf tmmensely. If he has worried at 
any tims, no one knows it but himself. But de- 
spite his great confidence he does not overlook his 
concition. 

“** You know. I might have to fight thirty or 
forty rounds,’’ ssid Jack this morning. ‘‘ Remem- 
ber, I said *‘ might.’ and to do that I must be in 
ghape. Of course, I do not expect to go half that 
number. but if anything should happen thet I 
would have to go the distance, why, Mistah Jack 
will be there with the goods.”’

FIRST KNOCKOUT FOR NEGRO, 


Arrest Follows Dreamland Punch in 
the Third at Galveston,

No person in the two Las Vegage training 
camps, not even Promoter Jack Curley, feit 
more relieved than Jack Johnson when Gov. 
McDonald of New Mexico announced there 
would be no state interference with the bout 
with Flynn tomorrow. Eleven years ago 
Johnson had an experience with a deter- 
mined governor -and he never has forgotten 
it. The accompanying photograph shows 
what happened to Johngon. : 

In 1901 Johnson was gaining a reputation 
around the docks. of Galveston as the star 
bully of the gang. He had fought a few 
minor battles and looked. like a good card 
for some clever fighter to meet. In fact, the 
promoters apparently were anxious to see 
Johnson whipped, for they imported Joe 
Choynski, thén in his prime, from California 
to turn the trick, which he did in the third 
round for the only knockout in Johnson's 
career, 


Arrests After Knockout. 

The fight was staged in Harmony hall, 
Galveston. For the occasion a tarpaulin was 
stretched over the ring to keep out the rain 
as the building roof had not been replaced 
following a storm in 1900. The bout took place 
on the night of Feb. 25. 

Local authorities were preeent in great numbers 
and they allowed everything to go, but rangers 
were sent out by Gov. fayers. They made ar- 
rests immediately after the knockout had been de- 
livered by Choyneki and the cated in local of- 
ficers to aid them in gathe witnesses. 

While Johnson and Choy®ski remained in jail 
they held eparring matches and the clever Cali- 
fornian, who later almost became a “champion. 
taught the negro many tricks of the game and 
pelped him in othet ways. 


Story of Fight by Rounds. 


The following account of the bout appeared in a 
Galveston newspaper: ce 
FIRST RO The men approached. each other 

cautiously and after g° few seconds’ fiiddling 
Choyneki landed with his right easily, missing a 
left and receiving a left hander on the neck. The 
blows were rapid, Johneon cleverly dodging his 
advereary’s jabs. Choyneki léa4 with hie left, 
missed, and the menclinched. After the break. 
away Johnson landed a left ewing on Choyneki’s 
body and received severgl taps in return. 

gong sounded with round one easily Choynski’s. 
BECO ROUND—A_ -series of sare” inter. 
changes took place,- both men hitting each other 
repeatedly Johnson landed left on the neck and 
was met with a left jab on the nose.

When informed by members of the C. M. C. con- 
test committee two weeks ago that it would take 
more money to secure enough entries to make the 
race worth while, Mr. Jencke and his aids se- 
cured promises of enough funds from members of 
the Eigin association to have made up purses eg- 
gregating $10,000. In addition to this they were 
willing to throw off the entry fee in some cases. 
A last effort was made by members of the C. M. C. 
to enlist some of the best drivers with this in- 
ducement, but it was futile.
